GIVEN FREELY 


Ottawa Receives Gifts Of 
Money From Canada 
and U.S. 


OTTAWA, Oct. 30—(CP)—Ap- 
Proximately 1.000 residents of 
Canaéa and the United States 
have contributed $903,000 toward 
the war effort by voluntary dona- 
tions to the finance department, 
The Canadian Press learned Tues- 
@ay night. 

This amount does not include vol- 
Untary contributions, amounting to 
$2,000,000, made to the air ministry 
for research, nor amounts contribut- 
ed toward war charities, through 
the travel bureau, by individuals in 
the United States 

Up to date the sum subscribed to 
the nation’s non-interest bearing 
loan inaugurated Aug. 15 and aim- 
ing at $10,000,000, is $2,810,382 

Voluntary contributions starting 
briskly as the wat opened, fell off 
considerably after the evacuation of 
Dunkerque But when Hitler's 
misnamed blitzkrieg against Britain 
started, loans bounced up again and 
gained @¢normously, it was said

@ontributions came from  foreig 
language persons and group For 
example, Japanese orgalizations on 
the Pacific coast sent several don- 
ations. A Czech who came to Can- 
eda 39 years ago sent in his bit

Others who contributed largely 
out of small means were more 
than 200 pensioners of the first 
Great War who allocated certain 
Parts of their income to help the 
war effort,

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GREEKS STATE 
ITALO TORPEDO 
SINKS CRUISER 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Oct. 
30—(AP) — The Greek admiralty 
was reported in Belgrade today 
to have published a statement 
that the previously unexplained 
sinking of the Greek light cruiser 
Helle last Aug. 15 was caused by 
HMalian torpedoes. 

The statement was said to have 
asserted that official investigatior 
disclosed two pieces of the tor- 
pedoes found in the cruiser sunk 
off Tintos island in the Aegean sea 
had Italian factory markings 

The Greek government was said 
to have withheld this information 
heretofore “out of political con- | 
siderations now no longer existing.” 


One petly officer was lost and 29 
crew members were injured when 
the Helle was sunk by a submarine 
while at anchor in the Tintos island 
harbor, 100 miles southeast of 
Athens, The Helle, a 2,115-ton 
cruiser, was American-built,
